The publisher had conducted an 
editorial crusade against bootlegging 
and vice and suspicion was at once 
directed against Louts Mazer, Ben 
Rudner and other reputed “ under­ 
world” chiefs. 


Kascholk Revealed Plot 
The first tangible evidence came, 
however, when Hteve Kascholk, boy­ 
hood friend of Pat McDermott, came 
forward 
with 
the 
story 
that Ben 
Rudner and Mazer bad hired McDer­ 
mott and himself to come to Canton 
to “beat up a guy.” Kascholk said 
ho lost his nerve when he learned 
that he might be required to assist in 
a killing. 
McDermott remained, Kascholk re­ 
lated. After this story had come out, 
a nation wide hunt for the "trigger 
man" ensued. 
It developed that 
McDermott 
had 
been in hiding In Cleveland, shielded 
by friends, among them Ben Nadel 
who was later “ taken for a ride" and

Notw ithstanding increase in traffic due to favorable 
f e a t h e r conditions, the automobile death toll in Ohio 
over the week-end was comparably small. 
Newspaper 
reports yesterday listed among tho dead one Canton girl, 
alleged victim of a hit skip driver; a F rem ont high 
school student, who was killed in a collision, aud an 
E ast Liverpool boy who fell tinder the wheels of his 
father's car. 
Alinit 15, including two in the East Liver­ 
pool district, were injured. 


Considering tho num ber of automotive vehicles on the 
highways, this record of casualties is not large. 
Aud if 
the percentage of fatalities docs not increase during tho 
next lo d ajs, February, tho shortest m onth in tile year, 
should not add many names to the list of victims. 


With a total of 27,000 denths, the toll in m otor vehicle 
accidents increase about 5 per cent in 92 cities of tho 
United States last vt ar. 
Twenty seven hundred persons 
vvero killed by automobiles in December, bnf, while the 
figures appear staggering, they are not so startling when 
compared with 2.000 fatalities in home accidents in the 
Baine period. 
W ashington, D. C., with a population of 
noro than 500,000 did not have an autom obile death. 


This indicates th at motorists ore not only giving a t­ 
tention to the m echanical needs of th eir cars, but are 
also observing common sense rules o f safety. 
And In 
keeping with this good example, It would not be rem iss 
for all motor vehicle operators 
to heed the following 
luggestions m ade by the Cleveland Safety Council in 
Its campaign to reduce the traffic toll: 


“ Tho truck driver Is always a gentleman. 
Honk and 
he will pull over.” 


“There’s no place like home. 
Drive carefully and 
they will get there, too.” 


“ The other fellow’s not alw ays 
wrong." 


'•Somebody loves them. 
Drive carefully.” 


“ Keep to your side on curves. 
Drive carefully.” 


“ There are others. 
Drive carefully."

Safety of Rail Traffic 


Charles E. Hill, general safety agent of the New York 
Central system, m akes tho announcem ent th a t of the 
450,000,000 passengers carried by his system in the five 
years from 1923 to I DHS only two suffered death as the 
result of train accidents. 


It is interesting to note the m arvelous results of the 
campaigns of the railroads to protect both their p as­ 
sengers and their employes from accident. 
T he reader 
will note the reference to the “ general safety agent” of 
the Central. 
How short a time it has been, compara­ 
tively, since s in h n thing as a safety departm ent of a 
railroad system was unknown! 
Yet now every system 
has one. 


And (hat they are effective ie dem onstrated not only 
by the record of tile New York Central, but also by the 
steadily lessening num ber of accidents which tho ra il­ 
roads of the land suffer from year to year. 


Statistics show that from 1923 to 1923 Am erican rail­ 
roads have reduced fatalities to passengers by 62 per 
cent and injuries to passengers by 88 per cent, and the 
reduction of fatalities and Injuries to employes has been 
almost as substantial. 


Statistics announced by tho New York Central, which 
n a y be held to be typical of those of o u r oth er big rail­ 
way systems, show that, during the five-year period m en­ 
tioned, deaths of and injuries to employes have been 
reduced 61.51 per cent, deaths of employes being cut 
from 203 in 1923 to 113 in 1928 ami injuries from 13,427 
to 4,695. 
Even the num ber of crossing casualties on 
th at system have been reduced 30.9 per cent, dspite the 
greatly 
increased volume of vehicular traffic in the 
period named. 


It is a m atter of fact that one may well take to train 
travel, on the strength of the record of recent years, as 
a “Safety F irst” proposition. 


W ASHINGTON, I) C., Feb. 19.— It has been five years 
now since tho idea of tho five-day week in Industry ho­ 
gan to take boid. 
Its introduction 
i an experim ent was 
heralded by m any economists end capitalists as suicidal 
from the sociological and the productive points of view. 
T he country, it was asserted, had Increased its pare in 
going to tho dogs. 
Others held different views. 
It 
seems the oth rs, then a minority, ar* winning out. 
A series of Interviews with employers and rep re se n ­ 
tatives of labor as well as with government officials in­ 
vites the investigator to tho conclusion that the five-day 
week Is proving an advantage to tho nation. 
The first big m anufacturer to adopt the five-day week 
was H enry Ford. 
It has succeeded a t his plants In a 
high degree. 
At the time ho Introduced th*? shortened 
work week, his minimum wage was f r» a day. 
This was 
not cut when tho work week was shortened. 
Indeed, 
very few employes of the Ford plants w ere receiving as 
small a wage as tho minimum. 
Mr. Ford explained this 
by saving that lf a man were not worth more than «6 
a day, the company did not w ant him. 
The 
changed attitude of employers toward 
the five- 
day week has ju st been surprisingly shown by a con­ 
troversy in New York. 
The employers In the building 
trades of the metropolis have an association. 
Employers 
In all branches of construction are members. 
T hey huve 
contracts with labor unions calling for the five-day 
week. 
Recently, a snb-dlvialon of tho association, 
con­ 
sisting of a sm aller association mad© 
up of electrical 
contractor*, sought to make contracts with electrical 
workers providing for a return to the six-day work week 
The general association, embracing all the contractors 
sued In the courts to enjoin tho electrical contractors 
from breaking loose in tills m anner and attem pting to 
re-lnstttute the six-day week. 
The garment, and bat and cap workers are practically 
all on a five-day week basis, the great clothing centers 
at New York and Chicago having adopted it outright. 
At Rochester, tho shorter week Is now generally in ef­ 
fect. 
O ther Industries where tho five-day week has 
been instituted a t least in part include textiles, shoes, 
paper products, metal products, 
tools and m achines, 
bleaching, jewelry, pencils, and insulated wires, 
In most industries the five day week means a com­ 
plete sh u td o w n on both Saturday and Sunday giving 
the w orker two full days at his own disposal. 
In others 
this is not practicable. 
The outstanding example is in 
steel m anufacture. 
F urnaces must bo kept continuous­ 
ly in blast or there will be great loss. 
The process is 
inherently a continuous one. 
However, this has not 
prevented introduction of tho five-day week. 
A worker 
may complete his work on Friday and not take it up 
again until Monday. 
Tho shift th a t does take up the 
work on Saturday, goen off on Thursday. 
Or, as the 
real unit in 
tim steel industry is the eight-hour shift, 
rath er th an 
the week, 
a worker may be able to allo­ 
cate his hours of labor so that he can have Saturday 
and Sunday free. 
As In business everyw here economic advantage guides 
(he opinion. 
It o th er 
words, does It. pay? 
T he in­ 
creasing spread of the practice indicates that It does. 
Here aro some of the reasons elicited from employers 
for adopting or continuing Hie short week. 
Needless 
to say one reason is th at unions have demanded it. 
That, of course, is not an economic reason. 
Others are 
different. 
For example, 
employes 
state 
th at it is 
scarcely w orth while to work a few hours on Saturday 
as it Is a half holiday anyway in most trades. 
Much 
time is lost in startin g and stopping m achinery and 
distributing m aterial to be worked upon. 
Employes are 
restless and therefore less efficient. 
A nother reason 
is th at tho saving in power makes up for loss in produc­ 
tion: another that absenteeism and labor turnover are 
decreased. 
A strictly practical reason given by one 
clothing m anufacturer was that moat of Ilia employes 
wero women and many w ere mothers and as th eir chil­ 
dren were out of school on Saturday ho believed they 
should have the whole day to care for them and to do 
mending, cleaning, housework, and shopping.

In my mail I found recently a letter I 
from .a m an of apparent culture in­ 
quiring w hat to take to purify his 
blood.

ties, th e blood will not be given those 
substances th a t are needed if your 
cells and tissues are to thrive. 
Loss of appetite, lack of energy, 
sallow skin, pain in the Joints and 
muscles—these are sure to be your 
eym ptom s if you do not supply your 
blood with quantities of body build­ 
ing m aterials. These are m aterials 
th at you get from food and a ir and 
light. They do not come out of bottles. 
In young and old, one of the most 
common of ailm ents is anemia. I am 
speaking now of w hat th e doctors call 
.“secondary aneim a,” a type due to 
some underlying defect in the sys­ 
tem. T h e “prim ary anem ia” is quite 
another ailment. 
Everybody knows the sym ptoms of 
anemia. Paleness of th e lips and skin 
and m arked loss of strength, a r e the 
chief signs. The victim feels like a 
dish-rag—no energy, no ambition, no 
“pep.” P erhaps the pulse is rapid or 
Irregular. Headache, dizziness, loss of 
sleep, pains hero and there through­ 
out the body—these

common

Indoor workers, congressmen, of­ 
fice m en and women—all who have 
confining, inside work—are apt to be 
anemic.

The second cause for anem ia is tup 
absorption of poisons from the wastes 
of the body. Constipation aud fer­ 
m entation in the bowel cannot be 
disregarded as fruitful in their out­ 
put of bodily poisons. 
U nder this head would come, too, 
the absorption of pus from the gums, 
teeth, tonsils or other parts of the 
body. You cannot be well if there is 
a 
chronic infection 
som ew here In 
your insides. 
Tho t h ir l cause for anem ia is over­ 
work, or over-worry, anything th at 
exhausts the nervous system. Nature 
cannot 
be cheated. If she is, you 
m u st pay the penalty. 
The fourth cause I regard as most 
im portant of all. This is bad hygiene. 
If you live in the midst of unhealthy 
surroundings, 
without fresh air, an 
abundance of light and exercise, you 
a r e sure to im pair the quality of your 
blood. You are sure to become ane­ 
mic.

E ach of the causes I have recited 
carries its own suggestion of how to 
overcom e it. 
It is only by riglJL liv­ 
ing and attention to the rules ca per­ 
sonal hygiene© th a t you can hope to
